ROME, March 22.—Premier Mussolini 

' gave a spectacular demonstration of his 
return to perfect health today by drama~- 
tically participating in the celebration 
of the sixth anniversary of the founding 
of Fascismo, and delivering a short bel- 

licose Address to a crowd of some 150,- 
000 persons gathered under the windows 
of his office to hear his voice again after 
the long interruption caused by his ill- 
ness. 

“The Premier received an unforgetable 
ovation. After the disquieting rumors 
‘which have been current lately concern- 
fmg the state of his health, the enthu- 
slasm and relief of the Romans knew no 
bounds at seeing him in flesh and blood 
before their eyes, apparently as strong, 
as. vigorous, ag energetic as ever. His 

, @Ppearance on the balcony of the For- 
eign Ministry at the Palazzo Chigi, 
wearing the traditional black shirt with 
his arm raised in the Roman salute, was 
greeted by ten minutes of delirious 
cheering, which the bugles of the Fas- 
eisti sounding attention were quite uh- 
able to silence.

‘energy and the decision of his voice, 
strong, clear and dominating, filled the

After remarking that his appearance 
today gives the lie to all of the prepos- 
terous falsehoods and absurd exaggera- 
tions concerning his health recently go- 
ing the rounds of the world, Mussolini 
evoked a roar of glee and amusement 
when he said, ‘”Tis Spring, and now the 
fun begins,”” adding with great force, 
as he shook his tightly clenched fist, 
“This meeting marks for me and for 
you a total and integral resumption of 
Fascist action against all of our enem- 
4 les.“ — 

His greatest triumph, however, came 
when he asked: 

“Will you follow me?’ 

Hats were thrown into the pres flags 
and handkerchiefs were waved and 
scores of thousands of arms were out- 
stretched as if taking the oath; while 
150,000 voices cried as one: 

“Yes, viva Mussolini. Viva {1 Duce.” 

The ovation continued for several 
minutes amid always growing enthu- 
/ slasm and was interrupted only by Mus- 
solini retiring again into the office. 

As soon as Mussolini had disappeared, 
the shouting began again, the crovg 
wishing at all costs to have him con- 
tinue speaking. The handclapping, shouts 
of “‘We want Mussolini.“ and cheering 
‘ continued’ for about qa quarter of an 
hour, but all to no avail, e door lead- 
ing from Mussolini’s office to the bal- 
cony obstinately remained closed. 

Farinacci Quiets Crowd. 

As soon as silence had been re-estab- 
lished Deputy Farinacci, leader of the 
intransigent section jof the Fascisti and 
new, Secretary General of the Fascist 
Party, addressed the crowd. It was 
Mussolini’s. wish, he said, that today’s 
celebration should take place without 
, the slightest incident. He _ therefore 
ordered the Fascisti to return to their 
homes quietly. After this the meeting 
broke up almost immediatély. 

The sixth anniversary of the founding 
of Fascismo was celebrated throughout 
Italy, éxcept in Milan, where it will be 
celebrated tomorrow. In 9,000 Fascist 
sections scattered over Italy solemn 
meetings were held attended by all 
Fascisti, wherein various orators re- 
called the history of Fascismo. They 
invited the Fascisti to remain under 
steady discipline and be ready to fol- 
low the orders of their leaders into 
future battles and victories. Afterward 
the Fascisti renewed the oath of faith- 
fulness to Mussolini and the cause of 
Fascismo. It is calculated that more 
than 1,000,000 Fascisti thus took the 
Oath today. 

The ceremony in Rome was led by 
Signor Farinacci, who aroused some 6,000 
Fascisti packing ‘the huge Augusteum 
hall to the celling to a high pitch of 
enthusiasm with his impassioned ora- 
tory. Fascismo is’ only just beginning, 
he said, and all Fascisti must fight for 
the total transition into fact of all of 
- their ideals. 

After Farinaccl’s speech the Faacisti 
drew up in military formation, with 
bands playing and banners flying, and 
marched through the main thoroughfares 
of the city to Mussolini's office to hear 
him speak. 

Almost the whole of Rome lined the 
route, all mien taking off their hats 
when the black banners of Fascismo 
passed, and cheering ‘the most popular

PARIS, March 22.—The German Gov- 

ernment has notified the French Gov- 
ernment that it has every intention of 
joining the League of Nations next Sep- 
tember, but at the same time has made 
clear that this intention is presumed on 
making a security compact in which 
Germany shall have an equal place with 
France and England. 
“Of cotirse this condition is pot put 
bluntly, for the League Council has just 
ruled that Germany can attach no con- 
ditions to her application for League 
membership; yet Germany: makes it 
quité. clear that she regards her admis- 
sion, the security combination afd the 
resultant better diplomatic position it 
will give her as part of the bargain. 
The Allies have already notified Ger- 
many privately that she will have a 
place in ‘the League Council once she is 
admitted by the Assembly of the 
League. 

The Reich has — — the ¢ondi- 
tion originally attached to her asking 
admission to the League, namely, ex- 
emption from military duties she might 
be called on to perform under Article 
XVI. of the covenant since she was as- 
sured that in case of need she would 
be called on only in the measure of her 
military capacity, and the much more 
interesting German condition that the 
Reich should not be asked to give per- 
mission for foreign troops to cross her 
soil on League duty. This condition re- 
flected German calculation on a war ‘in 
which Poland might be involved. 

Difficulties in Way of Compact. 

While the German attitude unques- 
tionably shows a disposition to join the 
League, difficulties still remain in the 
path .of the proposed security compact. 
While Germany is quite ready to make 
a solemn compact with regard to her 
western frontier, the majority of Ger- 
man opinion is not willing to go- so 
far in respect to her eastern frontiers 
and that condition comes .up against 
France’s treaty with Poland. 

Considerable work has been done by 
the diplomats in the last week on Dr. 
Benes’s idea to have another peace com- 
pact among the nations south and east 
of Germany which should be a corollary 
to the main compact. Some other na- 


not shown themselves very happy about 
such an arrangement on the ground 
that it looked -like the larger nations 
leaving them outside.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—President 
Coolidge will have this Summer his first 
opportunity to study big questions un- 
disturbed by Congress. He may take a 
long vacation in New England while the 
White House is being repaired, and is 
expected to give himself up to studying 
the issues that will come in the regular 
session of Congress next December. 

Some of the issues regarded as, impor- 
tant by the Republican leaders and the 
country are: 

Further reduction of taxes-and revi- 
sion of the revenue laws. 

American participation in the World 
Court. 

Consolidation of the railroads and -re- 
consideration of the bill to lower the in- 
terest rate on the money loaned by the 
Government to the railroads ,during the 
war. 

Reassembling of the world powers to 
consider further reduction of armament, 
provided the leading countries favor 
such.a conference, 

In the breathing spell before Congress 
comes together President, Coolidge will 
be free to. carry out his pdlicies of econ- 
omy in Government and administrative 


adjustment, and at the same’ time ‘give. 


ample study to the legislation that will 
appear before the next Congress... With 
the next election more than @ year 
away, the President can map out his 
program without regard to politics, and 
perhaps win such sentiment to his pro- 
gram, as to compel what*might be re- 
garded as a récalcitrint Senate to fol- 
tow his leadership. The test of his lead- 
ership is. believed sure to come-in the 
next Congress, and the present recess 
gives him the centre of the Federal stage 
and ample means to carry his policies 
and their arguments to the country be- 
fore Congress returns. 


Rests Entirely with Coolidge. 


The calling of a new arms conference 
is an issue which rests entirely with the 
Executive and his diplomatic represen- 
tatives to achieve in negotiation with th: 
other naval powers. He can bring this 
about without interference from Con- 
gress, and perhaps satisfy a strong pub- 
lic sentiment which favors less expendi- 
ture of money on military matters, and 
likewise desires the League of Nations 
as a peace agency. 

All the other problems the President 
must share with Congress. The purely 
domestic questions are perhaps more im- 
portant than the 
which include the World Court. Tax 
reduction and consolidation of the rail- 
roads are matters that may affect the 
prosperity of the country. It is appar- 
ent already that the surplus revenues 
of the country will afford a big cut in 
next year’s taxes, and before the first 
of next year the surplus for the next 
fiscal] year may exceed the estimate of 
$300,000, 000. 

There are some Republicans who see 
in the fight the Senate. made against 
Mr. Warren’s nomination the formation 
of an alignment against President Cool- 
idge in the next’ session. If this be 
true the President will have to liy a 
new foundation for legislative coopera- 
tion, and this he might be able to duo 
by placing his plans carefully before 
the public long before Congress 'réturns 
and is called to act upon them. It is 
the belief of many of the: Administra- 
tion advisers that the country has more 
confidence in the President than in Con- 
gress and that the President can build 
up public sentiment for his plans “so 
strongly in the recess as to force Con- 


gress to be more submissive and less” 


partisan. 

The Warren fight established that, de- 
spite the popular endorsement of Mr.

-In the case of the first, all that re- 
mains to be-done is for the Republicans 
to decide which of the two measures al- 
ready introduced by members of their 
party shall be passed to provide pro- 
cedure for lopping 25 per’ cent. from the 
State income tax due on April 15. The 
Nicoll bill, allowing a cut of 50 per cent. 
on all incomes below $10,000, will not be 
considered at this session, because re- 
turns providing for computation of 
amounts due under its provisions could 

not be sent to taxpayers in Aime

last of the more than eight hundred 
persons killed. 

Relief work continued at a rapid pace, 
turning to the establishment of more, 
permanent quarters for the unhurt 
homeless and the transferring of many 
of the nearly three thousand injured to 
better places for treatment. 

Ziven while every church was filled 
with mourners for massed funerals, te- 
lief emissaries proceeded with their 
work in the hospitals and the tempo- 
rary shelters provided for the unhoused 
population of the score of cities that 
were wholly or partly wrecked by the 
wind. 

Workers who could be spared from the 
work of burial in the cemeteries went 
on with the task of searching for any 
person who. had possibly been over- 
looked in the wreckage of the hundreds 
of homes leveled during the storm. 

The total death list for the five States 
hit by the storm tonight stood at 807. 
an increase for Sunday of 5 owing tv 
deaths from wounds and the finding 
of .a body in the débris. Rechecking 
may show that there are some ‘dupli- 
cations in the total, but with some still 
expected to die of injuries, those who 
are in charge of the relief work tonight 
said that the toll would more likely re- 
main above 800 than sink below that 
number. 


Appeals for Funds Continue. 


Raising of relief funds went forward 
all through Sunday in all parts of the 
country, largely in churches and by 
radio appeals. One radio station in 
Chicago has raised $100,000 alone. The 
funds subscribed in Chicago have passed 
the million-dollar point, and other cities 
near the devastated region are not far 
behind. 

With the beginning of a new week, 
establishments of permanent relief facil- 
ities will be pushed rapidly and the re- 
construction of factories and homes will 
be hastened,*as the more pressing duties 
of emergency help and burial are out 
of the way. 

Looking upward and onward, the sur- 
vivors of the tornado stood shoulder to 
‘shoulder today and prayed for courage 
to be strong. Memorial services for the 
dead were held in many churches. Min- 
isters and members of all churches 
joined in a memorial service this after- 
noon in the public square at Murphys- 
boro, Ill., where the storm had wrought 
greatest havoc. Here, the survivors 
raised their eyes and their voices to, the 
Almighty, praying for strength to ald the 
weak, the injured, the widowed, the or- 
phaned and the homeless, 

Grateful to God that many had been 
spared and appreciative of a nation’s 
generously outpoured relief, under the 
sky of a bright Spring Sunday, the wor- 
shipers pledged anew their faith in 
Providence, in themselves and in their 
communities. They resolved to build 
firmly anew. 


Call for More Doctors. 
Special to The New York Timea. 

CHICAGO, March 22.—Fear that pes- 
tilence may follow the tornado brought 
a call for more doctors and nurses to- 
night. Many of the city’s leading hos- 
pitals were asked by military medical 
men and Red Cross officials to send 
every availapie physician and nurse, 

The medical experts in the isolated dis- 
tricts said that the time is drawing 
near which may bring an epidemic of 
tetanus, gas bacillis, gangrene or other 
disease. 

The doctors on the scene found the 
waters of the tornado-swept towns and 
villages tainted, and the’ means of stér- 
ilizing the surgical instruments, ban- 
dages and even the wounds theniselves 
were not at hand. A few cases of pes- 
tilential maladies have cropped out— 
enough so that the fear that they may 
spread. to well and wounded alike has

Red Cross Gives $50,000. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—An appro- 
priation of $50,000 fog relief of tornado 
sufferers in the Middle West was an- 
nounced today by national headquarters 
of the American Red Cross. 

In addition to this appropriation, 
which will augment funds similarly des- 
ignated by the 3,600 chapters throughout 
the country and their collections from 
the public, administrative expenses of 
the relief efforts will be assumed in 
full by the society anc its agencies so 
that ‘‘all contributions for the stricken 
area ll go directly for relief pur- 
poses.”’ 

The announcement was made after a 
conference between Chairman John 
Barton Payne and James L. Fieser, 
Viee Chairman in charge of domestic 
operations, who returned today from ~ 
affected region. An exhaustive surv 
of the situation Mr. Fieser reportes 
emph the importance of a gener- 
qus nation-wide response to appeals for 
relief funds. 

The immediate demand for food, cloth- 
ing, temporary housing, and other —— 
gency requirements has been met, 
said, but the problem of rehabilitating 
the stricken area is enormous. 

“For extent and violence this tornado 
probably is the most serious In the his- 
tory of. th ie Rec Cross disaster relief 
operations,’” he declared “A heavy 
task confronts Red Cross relfef workers.

FOR STUDY OF AGRICULTURE 


Harvard Overseer Would Ralse 
$12,000,000 to Expand Facilities. 


Special to The New Yur Times. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 22.—Har- 
vard will spend $12,000,000 in expanding 
the Bussey Institution for graduate 
study in agriculture if the governing 
powers of the university report favor- 
ably on the suggestion made by the 
Obsérvers’ Committee. 

The report was written by Professor 
B. W. East, and states: 

“It must not be thought that the 
earrying out of the suggestion for co- 
ordinating 
graduate work in the sciences subser- 
vient to agriculture at Harvard and 
making them known to the public will 
‘make Harvard the plage for graduate 
study in agriculture that it ought to be. 
Harvard should offer its present won- 
derful facilities to the service of agri- 
culture as a public duty. But the 
history of Harvard leads one to believe 
that once this fact is brought home 
convincingly she will endeavor to fulfili 








scientiously as possible. To accomplish 
this task, it will be necessary to raise 
$12, 000,000 additional endowment.’’ 

The committee. states there should be 
ten new professorships, with adequate 
provision for assistants and equipment, 


which’ would call for $150,000. Thirt- 
fellowships of $800 would require $24,000 
yearly and requirements of libraries and 
ccnaral laboratories $150,000, the entire 
program oo ak a capital endowment 
bf $7,500,000. The remainder of the 
12,000,000 would —— for housing of 
modern laboratories, greenhouses, ani- 
mal house and dormitories.

are prepared to adopt radical measures 
@gainst the titleholder at tomorrow's 
meeting. 

_ The Commissioners, however, have ae- 
ferred acting until the expiration of the 
fifteen-day period permitted by law for 
a:champion to accept or reject a chal- 
lenge. Dempsey’s acceptance of Wills’s 
challenge, of course, would obviate the 
mecessity for action bythe commission 
ff it is received prior to tomorrow’s 


pect of an acceptance by the champion, 
and the board is planning to proceed 
accordingly. 

Placing Dempsey on the ineligible list 
will be disposing of the case in a man- 
ner similar to that introduced in the 
situation arising out of Mickey Walk~ 
er’s refusal tu recognize the challenge’ 
‘of Dave Shade for the welterweight title. 
Like Dempsey, Walker was not licensed 
in this State, so that he could not be 
suspended. But the commission did the 
next best thing and recommended to 
the License Committee ‘that the body 


refuse Walker a license here until he 
consents. to meet Shade. 


Kearns Plans No Action. 
This recommendation has had the ef- 


fect of keeping Walker out of New 
York boxing. . It is anticipated that its 
action of tomorrow will have a similar 
effect on Dempsey. Moreover, the com- 
mission will invoke to the limit the rules 
governin ng the defense of championship 
titles and suspend any boxer licensed in 
this State who engages in a bout against 
Dempsey | until the champion has ad- 
justed his differences with the boar 
Manager Kearns declared last ‘night 
that he contemplated no further action 
with respect to the commission’s request 
for recognition of the Wills challenge. 
He announced receipt of a wire from 
mpsey, who is in Los Angeles, con- 
firmin the announcement that the 
champion had signed for a motion pic- 
ture and carrying the added informa- 
tion that the picture would require 
mpsey’s working three weeks on the 
Coast, after which the champion would 
come. East to complete the picture. 
Kearns, however, said that his letter to 
the commission was the only answer 
he intended making to the demand of 
the board. In this letter Kearns stated 
considered Dempsey had accepted 
Wiis’ challenge two years ago, after 
hich the bout, Kearns: contended, was 
ierbbdden. In view of this, Kearns 
stated s fically that he now accepts 
the challenge of Gibbons.

The Anti-Saloon League never 
fails. It is still in control. The 
country will be treated indefinitely to 
petty and ineffective Attempts at en- 
forcement by the “ right people.”

COMPARATIVE FLEET STRENGTH. 

In the new edition of the British 
naval publication, “The Return of 
Fleets,"’ in-which a painstaking effort 
is made to assemble comparative war- 
ship values, it is revealed that in the 
10,000-ton Trento and Trieste, now 
building, the Italians will have the 
fastest cruisers in the world. They 
are designed to steam 36 knots. To 
attain such speed. 150,000 horsepower 
must be provided. * That of Great Brit- 
ain’s battle cruiser Hood, 41,200 tons 
displacement, is only 6,000 less. The 
Hood’s speed has been given out as 
31 knots, but she is faster. The 
speed of the best of the ten new 
United States cruisers is approximate- 
ly 84 knots. France is aiming at the 
game mark in the cruisers she is now 
building. Just how swift the new 
Japanese are to be “ The Return of 
Fleets ’’ cannot tell, for it is a se- 
cret. It is reported, however, that 
they will carry twelve, 8-inch guns, 
which would make them much more 
formidable than our own 7,500-ton 
scout cruisers, of the Detroit class, 
whose twelve guns are 6-inch. It 
may be assumed, although this publi- 
cation gives no details, that the five 
British cruisers of the Kent class will 
be heavily armed and as fast as their 
designers can make them. In laying 
down the eight new cruisers the 
United States will have an opportunity 
to enter the competition. Ships of 
10,000 tons and carrying 8-inch guns, 
the limits set by the Washington naval. 
treaty, should be important factors in 
a sea fight in which dreadnoughts. 
would be slow by comparison. One 
of the naval lessons of the World War 
was the importance of mine-sweepers. 
In 1914 they had no rating as an in- 
dividual class. Great Britain today 
has a long lead in this unit: sixty-two 
to forty-five for the United States, 
forty for Italy and twenty-nine for 
France. Japan is beginning to build 
mine-sweepers. 

It is again pointed out that the 
United States has a great superiority 
in destroyers, most of which were 


_; built In the war period. The total 


given is 309, but this has to’ be scaled 
down and qualified. Twenty-one are 
over the age limit, which is twelve 
years. Fourteen have been converted 
into mine-sweepers and twenty have 
been transferred to the Coast Guard. 
Moreover, many of our destroyers are 
out of commission and in the hands of 
caretakers. With the exception of 
four Australian boats no British de- 
stroyer is twelve years old. Still, the 
United States is far ahead in this 
unit, not only as regards numbers 
available but as regards design. 
Much is made in “ The Return of 
Fleets ’’ of the fact that Great Britain 
completed only one cruiser in 1924, as 
compared “with four~ for the United 
States and one for Japan. In 1923 the 
score stood: Great Britain 0, America 
5, Japan 3. .Great. Britain was far 
in the lead with cruisers when the 
United States began to lay down mod- 
ern ships. Admiral Coontz’s flag- 
ship in the Pacific, the Seattle, is a 
cruiser that was completed nineteen 
years ago. Fifteen is the British’ life 
limit for cruisers, Only ten British 





cruisers are over age.

Her ex- 
perimental submarines, few though 
they are, give promise of a great 
advance in effectiveness. 


“THE WHOLE WORLD OF NATURE.” 

We have out of doors and in our 
immediate. environment a considerable 
exhibit of nature, with its living 
things from insect to bird and from 
the wild flower to the towering tree. 
The harbingers which advertise this 
are already here. But the scope of 
this vernal charm is limited because of 
the artificial things which are essen- 
tial to the spreading urban life. Ex- 
cept for museums and botanical and 
zoological gardens and flower shows 
and private conservatories the great 
mass of those who live in this vast 
-city would know little of the phe- 
nomena of the changing seasons, not 
to speak of natural exhibits brought 
from afar. 

In the poem which EpMUND BURKE 
pronounced “the most beautiful lyric 
in the English language’’ the author 
addressed these lines to a bird that 
comes at this season to the British 
Isles: 

Oh, could I fly, I’d fly with thee! 
We'd miake with joyful wing 
Our annual visit o’er the globe, 

Companions of the Spring: 

This is a desire that cannot be fully 
satisfied without wings, but, as Presi- 
dent Hznryr FaiRFietp Ossorn of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
reminds us in his annual report this 
morning, ‘‘the whole world of nature’’ 
is brought to those who cannot make 
an “annual visit o’er the globe’’ or 
explore for themselves if they but 
make the short journey to the halls 
of the museum on the west side of 
Central Park: Not only the birds are 
there that THropore ‘ROOSEVELT enu- 
merates as visitors at Sagamore Hill; 
those that sing on other “awakening 
continents” become their ‘‘companions 
of the Spring’’ here in New York. 
Every form of life,“so far known, 
shows itself in the procession, without 
beginning and without end, creeping, 
crawling, flying, walking through 
these corridors of time. 

No citizen can be deemed quite 
worthy of all the preparation that has 
been made for him on this earth 
through eons which only fossils and 
lower forms of life and vestigial or- 
gans in the higher forms remember 
if he does not visit at least once a 
year this sanctuary of all the past, 
for additions are being yearly made 
and the quest is still on in hitherto: 
unexplored lands and unnavigated 
seas. The-explorations in Central 
Asia, which. last year yielded the dino- 
saur eggs, are being extended in the 
hope that the ‘‘garden” where our 
tertiary ancestors dwelt and whence 
life spread over the globe may be 
found; new islands in Polynesia are 
being searched; the Sargasso Sea is 
being sounded for new information; 
the amphioxus and other finds are 
being interviewed, and added portions 
of the equatorial belt are being 
explored. Moreover, as President 
Ossorn aptly suggests, the great ab- 
stract but very practical teachers of 
the earliest ages of man are being re- 
tained there to give instruction such 
as they gave to the eolithic boy and 
the cave boy. The museum is one of 
our great educational institutions and 
deserves not only to’ be visited but 
also to be supported in its effort to 
keep the whole world of nature within 
reach of our increasing millions. 


RUSSIA’S WORKING CLASS. 

The much-discussed report on Rus- 
sia submitted by the British trade- 
union delegation which visited that 
country last November is in form ‘en- 
cyclopedic. It consists of 250 quarto 
pages. In temper it does not quite 
come up to the ideal of textbook ob- 

jectivity. But to do the,authors jus- 
tice, they make no pretense of being 
non-partisan in sentiment. They went 
as friends of the Soviet experiment to 
find all that was hopeful. At Moscow 
the delegation was treated to a review 
of Red Army cavdiry under the cele- 
brated BuDENNY. 

We were here witnessing the opera- 
tions of the first disciplined, armed 
and trained force created, and utilized 
for the defense of workirig-class insti- 
‘tutions—kept In existence by the work- 
ers themselves, ‘organized, controlled 
and working under the orders of their. 
officers appointed: and recognized by 
working-class organizations. _ 

If this indicates plain bias on the 
part of the British investigators, there 
seems to be no ground for asserting 
that it enters into the statistics cited 
on various phases of the national 





life in present-day Russia: Particu- 





larly instructive are the ‘figures deal- 
ing with industry. and the position. of 
the industrial working class gs dis: 
tinguished from the peasantry. In 
view of the fact that the Bolshevist 
revolution was made in the name of 
the *’ proletariat ’’’ and is maintained 
by an avowed dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat, it is of interest to see How 
far the Russian proletarian—the urban 
workingman—has advanced. His po- 
sition obviously depends on industrial 
conditions. For industry as a whole, 
the report finds that production in 
1923-24 amounted to 42 per cent. of 
the output in 1912. In separate in 
dustries it ranges from 8 per cent>in 
mineral production, other than coa 


and oll, through 25 per cent. for metal 


manufactures, 31 per cent. for tex- 
tiles and 38 per cent. for woolens, to 
119 per cent. for linen manufactures. 
The consumption of industrial prod- 
ucts for the country as a whole in 
1923-24 was 37 per cent. of the year 
1918 for sugar, 64 per cent. for salt, 
88 per cent. for cotton goods and 20 
per cent. for fron products. But an- 
other basis for comparison taken is 
that of progress since low ebb in 1920. 
Industrial production as a whole was 
14% per cent. of pre-war in the latter 
year. The threefold increase since 
then will continue, in the opinion of 
the British observers. ~ , 

Wages in May of last year were 68.3 
per cent. of pre-war for all indus- 
tries. The severest decline was in 
mining, with 52 per cent. of the 1913 
level, railway workers 41 per cent. 
and metal workers 32 per cent. These 
three classes comprise nearly 1,500,000 
workers out of a total “ industrial °’ 
wage-earning population of about six 
millions. But. since among the lIat- 
ter are included three-quarters of a 
million “ clerks ’’ and half a million 
teachers, as well as landworkers and 
others, the industrial wage-earning 
class in the proper sense may be esti- 
mated at about four millions. Thus 
it appears that nearly 40 per cent. of 
the Russian workers now receive 
\wages equivalent to about 45 per cent. 
of pre-war times. Another half mil- 
lion textile .workers receive wages 
equivalent to 85 per cent. of pre-war 
Roughly, then, about half of the Rus- 
sian industrial wage earners receive 
something more than half of what 
they received before the war. 

To this must be added the factor of 
unemployment. The British report 
states in one place that unemployment 
is equivalent to one-fifth of the indus- 
trial population. But its own figures 
elsewhere would indicate a higher 
rate. In January, 1924, the member- 
ship in the trade unions was 5,546,000, 
or 93 per cent. of ** the whole body 
of workers,” which would thus be six 
millions. The unemployed in April, 
1924, were 1,369,000, with an indi- 
cated ratio of 23 per cent. It would 
thus appear that one out of every four 
industrial wage earners in Russia a 
year ago was out of work. This un- 
employment rate, coupled with a 
wage level of less than 70 per cent. 
pre-war for the whole body of work- 
ers and a consumption ratio of prob- 
ably not more than 50 per cent., is 
one index to the present status -of the 
Russian worker under communism.

** Uncle Sam needs a wife,” she re- 
marked, and set about the match- 
making. 

It is somewhat as ff, taking seri- 
ously MARK TWAIN’s remark about 
folk who complain of the’ weather, 
Mrs. SHERMAN had pledged the Gen- 
eral Federation to ‘‘ do something ” 
about it. Time was; and many now 
alive remember it, when a family was 
an agset. Food and rents were cheap.

The more lavish parent gave 
his offspring whirling drums with slits 
through which for ever and ever you 
could; see one frog jump over the 
other frog’s back. There were books 
to read—‘* Robinson Crusoe,”’ ‘* The 
Leatherstocking Tales,"’ ‘ Waverley,” 
Jules _ Verne, ‘** The Three Guards- 
men.”’ Positively the home was clut- 
tered up with children, and they were 
always stumping the old folks with 
converse on history, biography, Utera⸗ 
ture. A mother’s chief strategy — —

I do not ask who is respengtble, but ‘at 
the very outset a very great blunder was 
made in determining that General James 
Longstreet, born in South Carolina and 
reared in Georgia, was not to appear in the 
memorial. I believe that this is not gen- 
erally known. Why this inexcusable omis-- 
sion? Is tt because of politics, or for the 
unfounded accusation | that General Long- 
street was responsible for the loss of the 
Battle of Gettysburg? It-is true that Gen- 
eral Longstreet, immediately after the war, 
went over to the Republican Party. It is 
not true that he was responsible for the Joss 
of the Battle of Gettysburg. - 

I think it would be well to have your 
suggestion adopted by those in charge of the 
memorial, and start all over again, by ‘‘for- 
getting and forgiving’’ and have Genera! 
Lengstreet appear in the “central group,’’ 
along with Lee. and Jackson, where he right- 
fully belongs. If Jackson wad, as Lee said, 
his ‘right arm,"’ then Longstreet jwae surely 
his left. 

This action by the Memortal Association, 
or Borglum, one or both, reminds me of a 
similar slight sought to be put on Jef- 
ferson Davis by partisans of the North 
during the Civil War, when his name was 
erased from Cabin John Bridge, erected 
when he was Secretary of War.

Atreus is the first Homeric figure whose 
actual existence has been confirmed by 
& contemporary written document. This 
document is a tablet, found in the Hit- 
tite capital and translated by Dr. Emil 
Forrer, which tells how Atreus led a 
Greek expedition \from Rhodes to Caria 
in Asia Minor, but was repulsed by King 
Tudhaliyas of the Hittites. 

In his description of the seal exhibi- 
tion H. H. Von der Osten said in yes- 
terday’s bulletin of the museum: 

“The collection of Oriental seal stones 
in the museum contains about four hun- 
dred and fifty pieces, which range in 
date from the beginning of civilization 
in the Near Hast—the fifth or fourth.

-erty and this had not been computed 
owing to her expectancy of life not 
being fixed.

Eva R. Ingersoll Brown, daughter of 
Mr. Ingersoll. At the time of Mr. 
Ingersoll's death he owned a large 
number of shares in the Staten Is- 
land Beach Improvement Company.

SEES A MORAL PERIL 
"IN LACK OF HOUSING 


Rabbi Goldstein’ Asks State to 
Help Build Homes and Says 
Private Enterprise Has Failed. 


Family Life” in his sermon before the 
Central and Free Synagogue congrega- 
tions at Carnegie Hall yesterday, RAbbi 
Sidney Goldstein advocated State aid 
for housing and said that private enter- 
prise had failed. ; : 

“The present housing situation is 4 
danger to health, but it is something 
more,’’ he went on. “It is a menace 
to the morals of the community. When 
two or three families are herded to- 
ether in ohe -home, there is no room 
for privacy and no possibility of culti- 
vating the finer sentiments that flower 
forth in the higher forms of family life. 
Every one knows of the disease that is 
due to inadequate housing. But few are 
aware of the amount of delinquency 
that must be charged, not to evil incli- 
nations nor to improper guardianship, 
but to homes so poor, so impossible that 
the street corner, the gambling den and 
the house of vice are sought as a re- 
treat and a refuge. 

‘‘Another condition of family life must 
be the control of parenthood. Some 
men and wornen cannot see the moral 
implications of this movement. What 
could be more immoral than the conse- 
quences of parenthood uncontrolled? 
Uncontrolled parenthood means that the 
feeble-minded, the insane with trans- 
missible insanity and chronic criminals 
are free to people the earth after their 
own kind and impose unbearable bur- 
dens upon the community. 

“It means excessive death rate for 
little children. The death rate among 
children in large families is twice as 
high as the death rate in families in 
which there are four children or less. 

“It. means the premature and prevent- 
able death of mothers. Mothers have a 
right to w up with their children and 
to exe e the precious influences that 
are peculiarly their own. 

“It means destitution and distress in 
families that have a limited working 
and earning power. Any worker in the 
social field can point to family after 
family in need solely because the family 
is too large for what the father is able 
to earn. It means over-population, and 
over-population means. famine and 
plague and pestilence, as in China d 
India; or it means an excuse, if not a 
cause, for war, as in Germany.” 


TALKS ON APOSTLES’ CREED. 


Dr. Idleman Says Church Is Holy 
Because of What It Does. 


In a series of sermons on the Apostles’ 
Creed, the Rev. Dr. Finis S. Idleman 
preached on. the subject, “I believe in 
the Holy Catholic Church’ yesterday 
morning at the Central Church of Dis- 
ciples. He said in part: 

“The church is holy because of its 
founder and purpose rather than be- 
cause of the character of the people 
who compose it. The criticism of its

Jesus called himself the Son of 
Man, and the fellowship He inspires is 
nothing less than the inclusive family 
of the whole human race.”’

The Modernist inter- 
jprets the Bible in the light of rational- 
ism as certainly as the Christian 
Scientist interprets it by its key to the 
scriptures, ‘Science and Health.’ It 
use# a pair of spectacles of its own 
manufacture with the stamp: ‘Made in 
Germany.” Modernists cannot trust the 
Bible but they can exhibit an undying 
faith in. Rationalism. 

“(2) You may spot a Modernist by a 
too exclusive emphasis upon this pres- 
ent world and his cavalier dismissa] of 
the eternities. Modernism supports an 
age of materialism: It makes. subtle 
appeal to worldly-mindedness, not by 
denying but by ignoring the other world. 

**(3) Modernism has no judgment seat. 
It repudiates the idea of punishment as 
being incompatible with divine love. If 
hell exists it is at the worst a sort of 
comfortable winter quarters. 

“(4) Enthusiasm for the man Jesus, 
coupled with a denial of His divinity 
except in the sense in which all men 
are divine.

It outdoes the Mo- 
hammedan who, it is understood, had to 
die in battle to his paradise, but 
no such sacrifice is asked by Modern- 
ism. Its paradise is entered through 
self expression.” 


ASSAILS BAN ON FOSDICK. 


Norwood Calls It a Crime 
Against Spirit of God. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 22.—In a de- 
nunciation of the Fundamentalist clergy 
of the city, the Rev. Dr. Robert Nor- 
wood, rector-elect of St. Bartholomew's 
Church, New York, today from his pul- 
pt in St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, Over- 
brook, charged them with having com- 
mitted “‘‘a crime against the spirit of 
God"’ in seeking to prevent the preach- 
ing of the Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick in PhiladelIphia. 

Dr. Norwood spoke to a congregation 
that filled’ the church to overflowing. 
Many could not get chairs and stood 
throughout the services and at the doors. 
It was the first service at St. Paul's 
Church since tha election of Dr. Nor- 
wood to the New York church was an- 
nounced. 

It partook of the nature of a farewell. 
Letters were read from the retiring rec- 
tor and from the vestry recalling the 
deep affection that had existed between 
them in the years of Dr. Norwood’s 
ministry. 

In the course of his sermon Dr. Nor- 
wood touched upon the protest signed 
by forty or more ministers when it was 
anrounced that Dr. Fosdick would speak 
in Philadelphia in the Arch Street Meth- 
odist Church. He said:

Warning against blasphemy and pro- 
fanity as well as slander, back-biting 
and scurrilous, obscene talk

One of Christ’s principle virtues was 
silence, said Father Cuneen. He was 
silent throughout His life and He was 
silent upon the cross. This was both 
an atonement and an example. 

“To say ‘Oh God’ or ‘great God’ or 
‘by God is not a mortal sin, but a 
venial sin. To take the name of Jegus. 
in vain is a greater sin. He who does 
not offend in speech does not offend in 
heart or mind. : Many of you conse- 
crate your tongues here in church and 
go out and speak vileness.” 

Nevertheiess, he. said, this example 
was only misuse of speech. We 
were forbidden anger and lying, he went 
on, but not speech when it served a

A rich man can enter the kingdom of

FOREIGN MONEY FLOWS IN 





Financlal London Watches Anx- 
lously. for Government Action on 
Return to Gold Standard.

LONDON, March 22.—The outstand- 
ing feature of the monetary situation 
in London last week was the weak- 
ness in the discount rates, which have 
now fallen “nearly one-half of 1 per 
cent. since the bank rate was raised 
on March ,5. The current rate for 
prime commercial bills is fully % per 
cent. and the Treasury bill rate fully 
% per cent. below the bank rate. Nor- 
mally, such conditions would imply 
that the bank rate was ineffective. 
This, however, can scarcely be said 
to be the case, betause the main ‘in- 
fluénce affecting discounts at present 
is the steady flow of foreign money to 
London for investment, mainly in 
sterling bills. 

When the bank rate attracts foreign 
funds it must naturally be regarded as 
effective. It is noted, however, that 
whereas short-dated American money 
is still being deposited here, there is 
again a somewhat marked tendency 
for European securities, bought by 
America during the past year, to be 
resold to London. This is an unsatis- 
factory aspect of the matter, because 
such sales offset the strengthening in- 
fluence which” the deposit here of 
American funds has upon sterling, 
while it renders void our efforts to 
restrict foreign loan flotations in 
London. 

Action on Gold Awaited. 


There has been no decrease in the 
interest taken by financial circles in 
the gold-resumption question. One 
hears constantly the remark that if 
England does not soon plan for return 
to a free gold market there will be 
keen disappointment and undoubtedly 
be a grave loss of prestige. 

A-number of Continental countries, 
which have always been keen admirers 
of the British financial policies, are 
only waiting for England to lead the 
way in this respect. We shall forfeit 
their good opinion and support if: we 
shelve the matter. e Federation 
of British Industries, in its letter to 
the Chancellor, takes it for granted 
that a return to the gold standard 
will be effected at the earliest possible 
moment, but it asks for definite in- 
formation on the ground that uncer- 
tainty is bad for industry. 

The Government's Attitude. 


The Secretary of War, when dealing 
with the subject, made it plain that 
it is to our interest to return to the 
gold basis and, while the House of 
Commons Committee will give due 
consideration to Mr. Keynes’s argu- 
ments, it is likely to be more im- 
pressed by the weight of opinion which 
is behind Mr. McKenna. It should 
be understood, -however, that this 
committee does not act for the Gov- 
ernment or determine the Govern- 
ment’s decision.

RUSSIAN BANK SHOWS 
WANING HOME TRADE 


Reduced Note Issues Ascribed to 
Results of Harvest—Surplus 
of Imports.

BERLIN, March 22.—The report of the 
Russian State Bank as of March 1 shows 
a note circulation of 57,700,000 tchervo- 
netz against 59,700,000 on Jan. 1. The 
decline in note circulation is generally 
ascribed to decreasing business activity 
as a result of the past season’s bad 
crops. This is the first time that the 
Bolshevist Administration has been able 
to justify its claim that the tchervonetz 
circulation is genuinely governed by the 
exigencies of trade, 

In the first quarter of the present 
business year—that is, from September 
to December, 1924—merchandise exports 
from Russia were reported as 70,140,000 
gold rubles, agairist 107,430,000 in the 
sagneé months of the preceding year, 
while imports were 56,727,000, against 
46,500,000. This does not include trade 
across the Asiatic frontier. The semi- 
official Moscow Izvestiya welcomes this 
large decline in the export surplus, as 
confirming the recent official declara- 
tion that excess of exports as a means 
of acquiring gold has been made unnec- 
essary by the fact that tchervonetz is 
already sufficiently secure. —

PARIS, March 22.—Excess of exports 
from France over imports. during Feb- 
ruary as reported last week was 827,- 
000,000 francs, as compared with 1,030,- 
000,000 in February, 1924.

3,918,000, 000. 

During the first two months of the 
year imports have reached 6,518,000,000 
francs, a decrease of 74,000,000 from the 
same period in 1924, but an increase of 
5,115,000,000 as compared with 1913.

PARIS, March 22.—The general de- 
cline which occurred on the Bourse last 
week was ascribed to “Uquidation of 
speculative positions for the rise, in 
which commitments had become too 
large. It was immediately. brought 
about, however, by the altered ten- 
dency of the exchange market. The 
week's recovery in the franc was due 
not so much to discreet intervention by 
the Bank of France as to the rumor 
that the Government had decided to pro- 
mote recovery in the franc before the 
municipal elections. But any energetic 
action on the exchange markets seems 
to financial Paris to depend on the suc- 
cess of the loan in New York, concern- 
ing which negotiations are said here 
to have begun. 

The opinion wae expressed thet if the 
dollar resources of the Government and 
the Bank of France are to be limited 
to the $100,000,000 of the Morgan loan 
(which is still intact), it is not likely 
that they will be thrown in large quan- 
tity on the market. There is still a'feel- 
ing that it would be wiser to preserve 
this fund to support the franc in case 
of a serious speculative attack on the 
franc as last year. 

As viewed in good financial circles, 
however, there is still a strong feeling 
that economic factors in no way justify 
further depreciation of the franc in ex- 
change or even the maintenance of the 
franc at the present low level. The mer 
chandise trade balance is extremely fa- 
vorable to this country, and if other 
elements in the international ‘accounts 


.|are allowed for—such as the money 
spent in France. by tourists, which is|- 


estimated now at between three and four 
million francs yearly—then the actual 
surplus in favor of France is estimated, 
by some experts at more than $50,000,- 
000 per annum. 

It is, however, admittedly the budget 
situation which causes anxiety, this 
being based on the always recurrent 
fear that the Government will give way 
to the demand of the Socialist wing for 
a still further increase in the natfonal 
expenditure, with an effort to balance 
the budget by increasing taxes on trade, 
industry and capital. There was some 
feeling of reassurance last week at the 
evident disposition of the Senate to re- 
sist this tendency so plainly shown by 
the Chamber of Deputies. But as yet 
the French public has not regained con- 
fidence. In most financial circles, this 
attitude of the public is the only ex- 
planation offered for the weakness of 
exchange. * 


BANK NOTE ISSUES IN 
FRANCE CLOSE TO LIMIT

margin between the outstanding ad- 
vances to the Treasury and the legal 
maximum 1s also very small, amounting 
only to. 200,000,000 ‘and this is still de- 
scribed as the weak point of the situa- 
tion. 

The Finance Minister has begun issu- 
ing the new obligations called ‘‘taxation 
checks,’’ which represent anticipatory 
payment of taxes due toward the end 
of 1925. These are sold at a discount in 
the hope that, through attractive rate 
of interest allowed they will bring bank 
notes into the Treasury, thus reducing 
circulation while, at the same time, 
curing resources for the Government. 
It is doubted in financial circles} how- 
ever, whether the desired result can be 
obtained. Last week it was frankly 
stated in many financial circles that it 
would be preferable to recognize that 
the rise in prices brings inevitable in- 
creased demand for bank circulation and 
to decide to raise the maximum.
